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for example Ball Bearings, tyres and tubes qannot be imported against this item). 
Difficulty has, however, been experienced by im^rters in clearing conslgnmenf^ 
against Open General Licence No. XXIV of interchangeable spare parts which can 
be used for both tractors and motor vehicles. To overcome this difficulty, licences 
by way of identification certificates will be Issued on the recommendation of the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture to established Importers and others who main- 
tain regular servicing organisations. On the presentation of these licences 
(identification certificates) the Customs authorities will allow clearance of Inter- 
changeable spare parts, without any value limit, against Open General Licence 

No. xxrv. 

6. Importers of tractors will also be granted licences for import of the following 
articles on the basis Indicated against each: — 

(a) Tractors service tools falling under Serial No. 276 of Part IV upto 

10 per cent, of half of best year’s imports of tractors, 

(b) Tractor trailers upto 20 per cent, by number of the actual number of 

tractors imported during the beat year. 

(c) Tractor attachments upto 30 per cent, of half of best year’s Imports of 

tractors. List of the attachments for which licences will be valid Is 
given in annexure ‘A’. 

(d) Spare parts of tractor trailer and tractor attachments mentioned in 

Appendix ‘A’ on the basis of 2J per cent, of half of best year's Imports 
of tractors. 

7. Applications for the import of workshop tools and equipment by approved 
importers of tractors will also be considered on merits. The following information 
should be submitted along with the application: — 

(i) Number of tractors Imported during the last 3 .years; 

(ii) Location of workshops already established indicating details of the 

machinery installed; 

(iii) Details of the Hew work shop machinery proposed to be Imported- 

(Iv) Whether the machinery referred to under (lil) above is to jtfilfc -installed 
In one of the existing workshops or a new workshop is proposed to be 
established. 

8. Applications by non-cstabllshed Importers and by established finporters for 
new makes of tractor not imported by them in the pa.st will be considered, ad hoc, 
on merits. Such applications should bp accompanied by the following additional 
information : — 

(i) Whether they are accredited agents of any manufacturer of tractors. 

Name of tractor and name of manufacturers should be furnished 
alongwlth evidence of sole agency i.e., agency agreement in origlp^ 

(ii) Whether they have adequate workshop facilities and trained engine. 

to service the tractors. H so, full particulars of the available sorvicln 
facilities should be given duly certified by the Agricultural , Depa 
ment of the State Government concerned; 

(111) Whether they have sufficient capacity to Import tractors, implements, 
spare parts etc,, to the full extent. Bank Certificate to show this should 
be furnished; 

(iv) Whether the tractors desired to be imported are covered by a Nebraska 

Test Certificate or by a certificate from the National Institute of 
Agriculture Engineering or by the official certificate of the Govern- 
ment concerned confirming the manufacturer's specifications. The 
authenticated copy of the certificate should be attached. 

9. All applications should be sent In tropllcate to the Deputy Supply and Move- 
ment Officer, Ministry of Food and Agriculture, New Delhi. The applications 
should be made in the form and manner prescribed in the Red Book and should 
reach the Ministry of Food & Agriculture on or before the 31st March 1953. The 
applications should be accompanied by a statement showing separately the number 
and value of tractors and the value of tractor spore parts imported during the 
best year duly certified by a Chartered Accountant. To facilitate early disposal 
of application the importers concerned are advised to submit their applications 
for import of tractor spare parts and attachments etc. mentioned in paras 6 and 0 
of the Public Notice alongwlth their applications for Import of tractors. Applica- 
tions received after that date will not be considered.
